Reconsideration of the application is requested. 
Claims 1-5 remain in the application. 

In item 2 on pages 2-5 of the above-mentioned Office action, 
claims 1 and 3-5 have been rejected as being unpatentable over 
Lacap (US Pat. No. 5,905,299) in view of Inaba (US Pat. No. 
4,258,381) under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). In item 3 on pages 5-6 
of the above-mentioned Office action, claim 2 has been 
rejected as being unpatentable over Lacap and Inaba and 
further in view of Lim et al . .(US Pat. No. 5, 773, 878) under 35 
U.S.C. § 103 (a) . ' 

Enclosed please find an unsigned Declaration under 37 CFR 
1.131 together with a copy of German Patent Application 
Publication No. DE 195 26 010 Al, which was filed on July 17, 
1995 and published on January 23, 1997 as corroborating 
evidence. The English translation of this document is 
currently being prepared and will be forwarded to you upon 
completion. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 with the 
signatures of all of the inventors will be submitted to the 
Office as soon as it is received by Applicants. 

The evidence shows that the invention of the instant
